In the distance Dead Man's Hill was dis-
cernible Its brownish summit flecked by
white puffs of shrapnels In the blue sky.
Through field glasses dusty furowa plowed
up the slope by French artllery shells could
be plainly seen, the shells exploding after
churning the ground in irregular rows.

From Hill 111 we motored In roundabout
way behind the lines to Hill 310, which
the French bombarded esterday. French
shell craters scarred the daisy and poppy
fields Below, a spiaer-we-p of trenches lea
to Fourt Souvllle. Nearby was another hill
bombarded Into a brownish mass of soil.
Through binoculars the German lines near
Frolde de Terre and Thlaumont were dimly
discernible, marked more plainly by the
line of exrJodlng shrapnel in the sky than
on the earth. Later we visited the Argonne
forest.

If the earth has been robbed of all living
things for 10 miles on either side of the
trenches, behind the lines the activity makes
up for it. Soldiers go and come from the
trenches in automobile transports Bodies
Of recruits maneuver on hillsides, being
schooled In hand-grena- and other attacks
from old-li- trenches, captured long ago,
Little Serbian ponies, burdened under ma-
chine guns, scurry back and forth. French
women and children working In the fields
or playing in the streets are everywhere
seen, tiere and there pointers are collect.
lug- - ammunition or ouuaing storehouses.
Enormous supplies of grain and foodstuffs
are being; stacked In temporary shelters.

It may be said (hat the Verdun opera-
tions have gone through two stages first,
everything above the ground In front of the
trenches was swept away, second, German
advances carried the. strongest points held
by the Fjeneb,

How guardsmen of the Second .Regiment
were tired upon when they arrled nt the
border was told In ono of tho many letters
received by the Evknino LrnaEn fiom tho
Philadelphia Boldtors Tho letter follows.
To the Editor of Livening Ladocr

Sir Regarding our trip this far, would
say we left Fort BUbs on July 13 and

at Marfa, Tox tho following day.
With us were Companies n F and 11. and
wo set up camp tho samo day. Tho fol-
low lng day, the 14th. Companies 13 and F
broke oamp and started for Presidio, about
05 miles dlHtnnt They wcro all loaded on
motor trucks nnd ns far as wo aro able
to learn nrrhed snfoly. Our company, to-

gether with H, lemilncd nt Marfa until
July 111, when wo loft for here. Wo left
Marfa In tho afternoon about 4 .30 and ar-rh-

hero about 8 30 tho samo day.
We pitched our shelter tents nnd had our

nuppor mobs about lOWdock, eating nlotlg
the railroad tracks The men wcro nil very
tired and after taps not a sound could bq
hoard A llttlo after 13 o'clock, however,
wo were all awakened by the "call to arms,"
and fell In In front of our tents Wo heard
about half n dozen Hhots Ilrod and wo wcro
marencu noout 1Q0 yards from camp to a
trench nnd ordered to get In It. After
getting In tho trench we heard several moro
shots, but our orders were not to flro until
wo got tho command About 15 minutes
later an orderly came up and stated that
wo could go back to out tents, as they were
unablo to locate an enomy. The following
day scouts wero sent out, but they found
no traces of any one-Mig-

also say that wo have In camp
with us hero one-ha- lf n company of Fourth
Texas Infantry, under tho command of Cap-
tain Chapman They were on outpost duty
this night The following night, July 20,
at about tho samo tlmo the "call to arms"
was again sounded and tho firing continued
for moro than 15 minutes However, no or-
ders wore given to fall In, so the men re-
mained In their tents. Tho Texas Infantry
was again on outpost duty. Scouting par-
ties went out again on the 21st and were
able to locate hoof prints In tho sand and
some empty Winchester shells. This was
all thoy found.

Tho general opinion seems to bo that It
was the work of a few Mexicans looking
for trouble nnd not an organized attack.
Tho night of tho 21st our company had the
outpost guard and nothing Busplclous hap-
pened. Last night Company H had the
guard, and they also had nothing to report
Now, regarding tho camp situation and tho
boys In general. This town consists of a
pumping station on the railroad, a bath-
house and postofllce combined, a hotel, n
general More and about threo dwellings.
The population Is about 25. Tho camp site
la well located near the railroad and in a
very health place. Tho water wo get here
Is pumped from a woll 1100 feet deep, and
when It comes out of tho spigot It Is nearly
boiling. It is a little unpleasant to drink
when It Is so warm, but after cooling In
the canteen oer night It Is fine. It cer-
tainly Is groat for bathing We have a
shower bath, and each man bathes about
four times a week. It Is sunnosed to be
the rainy senson hero now, but the rain
seems to consist mostly of large clouds of
dust, and in the afternoons between 3
o'clock and sunset It is almost Impossible
to tell where the earth ends and tha air
begins the dust is so thick.

Tho boys are all in fine physical condi-
tion with the exception of a few, who are
feeling the effects of their last inoculation
which we received yesterday.

WASHINGTON, July 28. The sustained
heat of the last 10 days, registering record
high marks throughout the Middle Wpst,
was a boon to the corn farmer, accord-
ing to the United States Department of
Agriculture. "Corn crops," say tho Gov-

ernment experts, "are progressing very sat-
isfactorily and are tnssllng ns far north
as the Ohio alley In the East and Min-
nesota and North Dakota In the West."
More rain must come within the next two
or three weeks, howoer, or, according to
tho Government crop men, tho corn crop
will suffer. This Is the critical period of
the crop.

Including potatoes
and tobacco, have suffered from tho Intense
heat throughout the central and northern
States.

The tempornturo was too high for spring
wheat in North Dakota and Minnesota and
some rust has developed In North Dakota,
South Dakota and Minnesota.

The weather conditions wero favorablo
for haying oer tho northern part of tho
United States.

All Dependents Notified to Come
to City Hall for Warrants Au-

thorizing Salaries

Chief Clerk Walter ailbert, of the Bu-
reau of Police, today notified .the wives and
dependents of su6h members of the Phila-
delphia police force, who aro serving In
tho Nntlonal Guard on tho Texas border,
to come to hla ofneo nnd get warrants for
their husband's salaries, leBs the amount
received from the Government for their
services as soldiers. These warrants can
then be presented to tho City Treasure
for payment of tho moneys due.

Mr. Gilbert said today that the delay
in issuing these warrants had been due
to tho fact that tho Adjutant General, nt

had not befofo sent to the Bus.
reau of Pollco tho exact suras the soldiers
wero receiving from the Government, and
that It was necessary to havo this Informa-
tion before the proper deductions coUtd be
made from tha fixed salaries paid by the
city to the men.

Councils provided for tho payment of city
soldiers, less tho Government pay, and the
adjustment of the accounts was not com-
pleted In tlmo to pay to dependents the
money duo city employes the middle of July.
Tho differences have been computed and nil
the families wilt rccclvo pay for July.

Families of city employes are receiving

Aid Committee and members of Councils'
special oommltteo have, In several Instances,
advanced their own private funds tb aid
families of city employes who are at the
front.
